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The Anlelope or Prong Horn

On the roost desolate prairie, In regions unfrequented by any 
game animals except the buffalo, these restless creatures wander. 
With eyes almost expressive of language, they are ever watchful 
of danger, and speed away, fleet as the wind, on the approach of 
the hunter. Tradition told of their marvelous speed, and mys¬ 
tery whispered of wonderful habits, but the plains hunters, trap¬ 
pers and Indian traders who fifteen years ago were the only ones 
who hunted the antelope, have had to give way to later enthu¬ 
siasts, and plain realism has asserted Itself. 

An antelope lacks the beauty of outline and grace of motion of 
the deer, and in looks and habits is vastly different from the rest 
of American rumiuaut6. Its peculiar upright horns, with eyes 
6et directly under, strangely shaped bead, long legs and singular 
swinging gait are striking features 
to the amateur hunter. 

With their heavy, coarse, brown 
coat, so like in color the dry grass 
of the prairie, they are not always 
easily seen; when running, how¬ 
ever, particularly In retreat, the 
white patches on their saddles make 
them very conspicuous, and usually 
first attract the hunter's atten¬ 
tion. Although some traces of de¬ 
lusion still linger In the history of 
the antelope, the real has been sep¬ 
arated from the fabulous suffici¬ 
ently to dispel the idea that the 
creatures exist without water. It 
is a well-known fact that they go 
regularly morning and evening to 
some favorite pool to quench 
thirst. To take a run of fifteen 
miles Is not unusual, and to see 
them drink in the alkaline pools, is 
not an uncommon occurrence. 

They often follow buffalo trails 
for miles to water, but in hilly 
country have beaten trails of their 
own. A whole band is sometimes 
seen in single file approaching a 
pool, stopping cautiously, however, 
from time to time, before venturing 
on the low ground to drink. 

Some oracle of truth and wis¬ 
dom, “searching after the real," 
asserts that they exist only on the 
sage bush of the plains, whereas 
their chief food is the dry buffalo 
grass and short green grasses of 
the bottoms and mountains. I 
have never known them to browse, 
but It Is more than probable they 
do nip the twigs when food is 
scarce in the Winter. It is doubt¬ 
ful if any animals but the sage hare 
and sage hen exist on the arteiui- 
sea. 

The flesh of the prong-horn is 
rather dry, yet the young does arc. 
good eating io the Fall, and w hen 
one has been hunting the bi.ffalo 
and eaten its flesh for a Bpace of 
sixty days, a chop or two from an 
antelope la counted even savory. 

The skins are of but little value, 
though are made somewhat avail¬ 
able. I have often bought them 
dressed and tanned In camps of 
plains Indians at (1 each. Many 
are sold for buckskin, and the am¬ 
ateur hunter often gets an autelope 
suit when intending to purchase a 
buckskin. 

The antelopes have from one to 
three fawns each year, ungainly little creatures, whose large, star¬ 
ing eyes, long, thick legs and small bodies give them a marked 
Individuality. The clumsy legs do them the best of service, how¬ 
ever, for they are marvels of speed. Hidden among sage bushes and 
rocks by the mother does, which visit them at Intervals, one 
never knows when he may walk on to them. They lie very close 
at times, and the hunter often “jumps" them within a few yards. 
They gallop away with long leaps when first started, and so rapid 
are their movements that they are soon lost to view. 

Altbongh antelope seem born to roam the plains, the excessive 
heat or Intense cold sometimes drives them In bands to the 
nocky Mountains and billy country of the upper Missouri. I 
once stalked a band in the middle of a pine forest in Colorado. 
They were crossing from the 8outh Park to the bold mountain 
ranges of the 81erra Madre. 

They are found on the great northern plain far up Into the 


British provinces and south to Mexico. They range east of the 
Missouri into Dakota, and west over the Rocky Mountains onto 
the Pacific slope. I have killed them In the Province of Sas¬ 
katchewan, Dakota, Montana, Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, Ne¬ 
braska and Kansas. They arc most numerous In the desolate 
regions of the upper Missouri and Milk rivers, and In the beau¬ 
tiful natural parks and on the tab). lauds of the Rocky Mountains. 

Like all other American game animals, the antelope Is fast de¬ 
creasing in numbers, and in some localities will soon exist in 
tradition only. In 1873 there were but a few small bands to be 
Been In South Park, Colorado, and from the reports of Ute In¬ 
dians and comrade hunters, I learned that they arc fast disappear¬ 
ing from the Middle and North Parks. In a hostile Indian coun¬ 
try many market, gunners are afraid to venture, but where In¬ 
dians are friendly and there is transportation, the autelope, like 
the buffalo, is hunted mercilessly.

The most successful way of bunting the antelope is to conceal 
one’s self on the leeward side of a trail near a favorite watering 
place. Patience Is often severely tested, however, and the hunter 
often leaves his biding place in despair. Many times aggravation 
is added to exhausted patience by the hunter perceiving a band 
of retreating antelopes, and realizing that bis appearance on high 
ground just frightened any game that a moment before would 
have given the best of shots. This is the Indian’s favorite mode 
of hunting lattoca (antelope). A party of young bucks usually 
start out in the afternoon, and scatter to points where they can 
obtain shots at the favorite crossings and watering places. An 
Indian’s patience when watching for game is untiring. He will 
fairly bug the ground when stalking an antelope, and is usually 
successful In getting a shot where there Is but scant cover. 

Antelope are common In the bad lands of Montana and Da¬ 
kota. They make “short cuts" through gulches and ravines to 


avoid traversing high hills and mountains, and are used morning 
and evening to and from the water. 

Our party was once camped on the South Platte River, near a 
ruining town, where we were waiting for rations, to recruit our 
herd, and have them sharp shod for mountain travel. We had 
just returned from a sixty days’ trip far into the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, and having made a new camp almost dally, men, mules and 
pool- a were completely woru out. A day’s rest and generous 
rations gave us new life and freshness, und at evening we decided 
upon a hunt for the next day, and a party was made up by our 
camp-fire of cottonwood logs. Our ponies were caught and pick¬ 
eted before daylight the following rooming, and a breakfast of 
mule-deer Bteaks was finished, and we were mounted and on our 
way to the mountains when the day opened. 

As soon as it was fairly light and timber was reached, we scat¬ 
tered, and the writer forded the river to still hunt for deer on 
the opposite Bide. We soon lost 
sight of each other, and although 
we hunted the valley of the South 
Platte for about five miles, but one 
deer was seen, and that escaped. 
Several of us met at a pass in the 
mountains, and we tacked up the 
steep side above timber line, until 
the table lands were reached. There 
we again separated to still hunt the 
antelope. 

After riding a long distance, my 
pony was picketed among the rocks 
from the Bight of game, and I start¬ 
ed out in search. Several antelope 
were sighted, but in the wild man¬ 
ner in which they were scouring 
the country they had suddenly been 
frightened, and perhaps shot at by 
some of my friends. Late In the 
afternoon a large band was sighted, 
and as I was about to stalk them 
they became alarmed and loped 
away with their usual speed. 
Shortly after, my pony was seen 
grazing near by, which at once ex¬ 
plained the flight of the prong¬ 
horns, for becoming uneasy at my 
long absence he hod pulled his 
picket pin. He was soon repick¬ 
eted and hobbled and a new pursuit 
taken. Just before sunset a small 
band was observed on a ledge of 
rocks. A clear view of surround¬ 
ings could be had, but they took 
their own time to make movement. 
Finally the leader started off, and 
the band filed Into a bottom, where 
I soon succeeded in stalking and 
killing a large buck, the leader of 
the band. A solitary doe was after¬ 
wards brought to grief, and by the 
time both animals were dressed and 
pony packed, the sun had disap¬ 
peared behind the mountain, and 
when my pony had been led down 
a canyon to the mouth of ihe pass, it 
was nearly dark. When reachlug 
camp willing hands unpacked and 
turned the pony into the herd. A 
good supper and cheery camp-fire 
gave coinfort, if not inspiration, 
and jolly details of the day’s ad¬ 
ventures brought to light, the fact 
that two more of the prong-horns 
had been killed. 

There is a fascination In hunting 
these wild creatures, not easily de¬ 
scribed. They are like all things 
in life — most desirable because 
most difficult to be secured. To 
cover ten or fifteen miles in pur¬ 
suit of them is not unusual, and much more skill is used and 
caution necessary than is generally supposed. MoBt tempting 
articles are written here and there of gentlemen tourists hunting 
on the plains, and so leisurely Is everything represented that one 
might conclude he had only to walk out of bis tent on the prai¬ 
rie and mow (bo to speak) the antelope down.

Silk-Worm Got. 

The "gut" which is so much used by anglers is sold under tbe 
.hove name, which cornea much nearer to It than does the term 
cat-gut, as applied to the material of our violin strings. 

8llk-worm gut Is not an Intestine, but the substance secreted 
by certain glands for the purpose of forming silk which Is taken 
Irom the worm, stretched and dried. 

Its strength and transparency Is what has recommended it to 
the brethren of the angle for attaching hooks to the line, or for 
‘leaders” or “casting lines” as they are called In England. To 
obtain the "gut" the worms are taken when full growD and just 
before they are ready to spin their cocoons and enter the chrys¬ 
alis state, and thrown Into vinegar,which not only kills them, but 
'cakes their bodies soft and tender and converts the fluid In the 
"ilk-glande Into a pulpy mass. These silk-glands lie on each side 
nl the body like the ovaries of some, fishes and have ducts that 
end In something like the splnaret of tbe Bpldcr. After remain¬ 
ing in tbe vinegar for an hour or two, or until the softening Is 
complete, which depends upon the strength of their bath, they 
arc taken out and all the outer portion of tbe worm removed and 
the glands separated. The latter are taken by the ends with the 
thumb and linger of each hand and pulled to the proper length 
and fastened by twisting the ends around pins. The size of the 
gut Is dependent upon tbe length to which It Is stretched. Other 
"Ilk-spinning worms have been tried and with good success, we 
believe. The large Cecropla-worm, the larva of the moth known 
as Atlicue ccrropia , whose cocoon Is nearly as large as a ben’s egg, 
I* often found on apple trees, roee bushes, etc., Ib said to furnish 
good gut, as It has also yielded good silk. Another worm of the 
same genua, A. promeiAttu, which feeds upon the spice-bush, 
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and sassafras, has an equally good reputation according to Dr. 
T. Garllck, the well-known writer on fish culture. The Doctor 
says that gut to the length of three to four feel can be obtained 
from tbe letter worm, and "strong enough for salmon Ashing.” 
From the silk-worm we seldom get It over twelve to fourteen 
Inches, 

There Is one part of Dr. Oarllck’s article which we do not un¬ 
derstand. He says: "thecocoons should be collected In tbe Fall, 
or It would be equally well to collect them early In tbe Spring, 
before tbe foliage of the trees are out.” Some years ago we 
tried to make the gut after the directions given above, which we 
found In an old newspaper, and had three worms to operate upon. 
The gut that we obtained was not smooth; perhaps we omitted 
some necessary thing. 

But we should think that the worms, before spinning cocoons, 
and not the cocoons, or the chrysalis in them, was to be used, 
as according to our view the worm after spinning bis cocoon 
would have exhausted all his material, and not having occasion 
for more, the glands would not secreted It. The Doctor men¬ 
tions A. tuna , and others, hut we know so little of Insects that 
we do not recognize them by name. Thececropla moth Is often 
miscalled a big butterfly, but a butterfly comes from a hairy cat¬ 
erpillar, and has Its antenme (feelers) terminated by a knob, 
while tbe moth’s are usually the largest (I) and are developed 
from a naked worm as tbe "tomato-worm,” etc., and the antenna; 
of the Insect Is like a pair of delicate feathers. 

The insect will probably measure four and a half Inches across 
the wings, which have great “eye spots” upon them, and the 
body la 8tout and hairy, of a reddish color, with a row of white 
spots. The prevailing tints are reds and rich browns. This Is 
as good n description as we can give from memory, and hope It 
may help to call It to the remembrance of those who have seen It. 

We saw three hundred cocoons In the shop of a taxidermist 
this Spring, all gathered by one man who Is now making a life- 
size picture of Washington on horseback of tbe motliB, and we 
had no idea that they were so pleotv anywhere, a* we had never 
seen over a dozen of the moths In the last thirty years. 


Scientific Bass Fishing. 

Watson E. Beach, of Mllanvllle, Pa., president of the Rock 
Glen, Tyler Hill, Cocheton Falls and Big Eddy Fat Men’s Club, 
and Deacon Lorenzo Dow Tyler, of Damascus, Pa., are two of 
the most enthusiastic and thoroughly scientific bass fishermen 
along the Delaware river. They Invariably fish together. Presi¬ 
dent Beach weighs 800 pounds. Deacon Tyler with difficulty 
overpowers a 140-pound weight. They use an exceedingly light 
canoe on their fishing excursions. President Beach draws In his 
fish from a cushioned scat In tbe stern of the frail craft. Deacon 
Tyler casts his delusive bait from a hemlock seat In the bow. 

The first time they tried the boat they found they would have 
to place some ballast In the bow to keep the stern from going 
down and submerging the robust President of the Fat Men’s 
Club. This ballast consists now of a large stone and a two-gal¬ 
lon demijohn. They formerly used two large stones. That was 
before they applied to their style of listing the great Judge Hldg- 
way principle of nice adjustment of the “dobber.” 

Judge Thomas J. Rldgway, of Laekawaxen, Is acknowledged 
to be the champion sucker fisherman of the Delaware. In ang¬ 
ling for hla favorite brain food,the Judge, two or three years ago, 
made the discovery that the cork out of a two-gallon demijohn 
was just the size and weight for a float or “dobber." Ever since 
he has carried a two-gallon demijohn with him when fishing, to 
fit corks In, so they will be scientifically exact. In a burst of 
confidence, the Judge Imparted his secret to President Beach and 
Deacon Tyler. They adopted the plan, and found that the dem¬ 
ijohn, Itself properly ballasted, could do double duty by taking 
place of one of the ballast stones. 

The favorite fishing ground of these two scientific anglers Is 
Pond Eddy. On Saturday last they launched their boat In that 
eddy. One of the most Important articles In tbe kit of fishing 
tackle Is a small boy that is put to a variety of uses. He rows 
the canoe from place to place, and whenever President Beach’s 
hook attaches itself to a snag In the bottom of the river, or Dea¬ 
con Tyler’s bait carries his in under a stone, the small boy dives 
down and puts things In proper shape. But the most important 
duty of the small boy is that of shifting the ballast. When off 
duty or laying on his oars, he occupies a seat In tbe center of 
the boat. Whenever President Beach has llshcd^for some time 
without the monotony of the occasion being disturbed by a bite, 
he concludes that his "dobber" la not of the regulation poise. 
Then the demijohn must be passed down to him for the gauging 
of another cork. Unless the vacuum occasioned by the removal 
of this piece of ballast from the bow should be filled by something 
else, experience has shown that President Bench would at once 
occupy a damp, uncomfortable seat. So tbe small boy goes to 
the bow, pushes tbe demljobn within reach of the fisherman In 
in the stem, and occupies Its place until It Is returned. Thus 
the equilibrium Is maintained, and nobody is brought In contact 
with any more water.than is necessary. 

The bass bit very well last Saturday. Along toward evening 
the small bay had been to the bottom of the river nineteen times 
to unfasten hooks. President Beach had caught a four-ounce 
bass, and Deacon Tyler had had the best bite he ever felt. The 
demijohn had been passed to the stern to adjust corks several 
times. A mountaineer from the blue-stone quarries of Pike 
county had captured thirty-two line bass, with his boat anchored 
within two yards of the scientific fishermen's. These the latter 
had bought. Deacon Tyler said he guessed they had caught 
enough, and wanted to go home. 

"Pass that demijohn down here, Lucretius,” President Beach 
Bald to the small boy, “I want to get a dobber just right. There’s 
a three-pounder foolin' round my book, certain, and I don’t go 
home till I land him.” 

Lucretius passed the cork gauge and President Beach raised it 
toward the sun at an elevation of forty-five degress, as If taking 
an observation. As he held It thus, a big snapplng-turtle arose 
to tbe surface of the water not more than ten feet away. Deacon 
Tyler was at once all excitement. He dropped his rod, and 
stooping down picked upthe large stone that with t e small boy was 
ballasting the boat. In an Instant It was above his head, and 
tbe next moment the deacon had cast it with all his might at the 
turtle. 

The mountaneer said he heard the Bplash and looked around. 
He thought the boat of the scientific fishermen must have run 
foul of a torpedo. About two feet of Its bow was sticking out 
of the water, and the President of the Fat Men’s Club was no 
where to be seen. Deacon Tyler was ten feet up In tbe air, 
where be turned gracefully upside down and clove the waters like 
a bell diver after a frog. Tbe small boy was at the same eleva¬ 
tion, and spread out like a coonskln nailed to a barn, falling back 
Into tbe river on all fours. He pulled at once for the shore. 

Deacon Tyler, the demijohn, and President Beach appeared on 
the surface at the same time. The mountaineer got the deacon 
Into his boat and towed hie companion ashore. After President 
Beach got his Wind, and waBtold wbat bad happened, he merely 
said: 

"If you’d hit the turtle, Dow, It’d been all right. As it Is, 
there's got to he stationary ballast In that boat after tble, or 
somebody else must man the bow."— N. T. Hun. 


The Mysterious Salmon. 

Although there are several varieties of salmon on the Pacific 
coast, with widely different characters and habits, still, when they 
speak of “the salmon,” they always mean the qulnnat, or, as we 
call It, the California salmon, as this Is their salmon par excel¬ 
lence. 

Now, according to Mr. Stone, the qulnnat takes the fiy on the 
McCloud river, Bnd we all know that it does so when brought 
east, and knowing this, It seems strange that the old story of their 
efuslng It Ib still stuck to In the region of tbe Columbia river, 
where tbe old British admiral, as tradition hath It, became so 
disgusted after getting his tackle out and whipping until hla arm 
ached, to no purpose, exclaimed, "Let the blarated Yankees 'ave 
the bloody country, It’s no good, the salmon won’t rise to the 
fly 1” 

His disgust was very natural, and his failure has since been 
supposed to be due to either the season or Ills flleB. But now 
comes the story ag In, this time from those who have had better 
opportunities of knowing than a visiting sailor: 

In Astoria, at the mouth of the Columbia, they certainly should 
be familiar with the question of the salmon and the fly, and a 
late copy of the Aetarian says: 

“One of the mysteries of the salmon In the Columbia river le that It 
never feeds here. The fact that it will never take the book In these 
waters was reported to tbe English government long ego. and had its 
weight In letting this region to Unclo Sam Bnt we had evidence to 
show tbnt our silver sides feed somewhere. C. J. Smith, of this city, 
baa a book and line which was taken from the moutb of aliver-alde, at 
Brookfield, in Jane, 1876. This book and line la such as are need by 
the northern Indiana In salmon fleblng. A. G. Allen informs na that 
with these books, baited with clatna. large numbers of tbe flab are 
caogbt in the northern waters. Tbe flab, however, undergoes a change 
before reaching the Columbia river, as It Is mneb Improved, both as to 
else and quality, when caught here Id tbe meshes of tbe net; still, this 
little Item has a tendency to throw some light upon tbe mystery as to 
where and when tbe salmon feeds. Nothing was ever fonnd In the 
stomach of one caogbt here to show that It takes food of any kind.” 

These statements, like all those pertaining to natural history 
which come from the editor of a dally In want of news, should 
be read beside a salt barrel—the traditional grain le Inadequate. 
The Courier , published at Olympia, Washington Territory, on 
Puget Sound, without telling us what baits are usel, says; 

"Salmon are caught In the waters of the sound with books. At one 
of tbe lower ports of the sound we have seen as many as sixty canoes, 
each containing an Indian flahermao. engaged in trolling for salmon, 
that It was no nncommon occurrence for the canoes to average twenty 
flab each. The flsh would average about seven pounds each.” 

And we must say that we Incline to the belief that they will 
also take the fly, despite the evidence of the Aetorian. 

A Peculiar Movement of Herhixo— A fact of very great 
biological Importance has occurred this year in tbe return of the 
above named flsh to the coasts of Sweden after a long Interval of 
absence. A hundred years ago no Industry of that country was 
so prominent as that connected with the fisheries, more than 
1,000,000 barrels of herrings being preserved annually, Involving 
the employmeut of a large portion of the population In their cap¬ 
ture and preparation. Enormous establishments scattered along 
the coast, aud on which a vast amount of capital had been In¬ 
vested, have long been abandoned and are In ruins. Should the 
promise of this year be continued, the probability is that the 
former prosperity will be fully restored. Scientific men are at a 
loss to account for this apparently capriclouschange in tbe course 
of the fish. Our readers are doubtless aware that It breeds In In¬ 
calculable numbers, and that, when on its periodical migrations, 
it moves In shoals of countless myriads, extending frequently for 
miles In each direction. Useful as It has been found as an arti¬ 
cle of food for man, It is equally appreciated by tbe denizens of 
the deep and many sea-birds. Each shoal 1s followed by crowds 
of larger BbIics and flights of birds, which continually prey on the 
helpless animal. Man discovers tbe shoal, and comes with his 
nets and captures millions. But those combined enemies are In¬ 
capable of making more than a slight Impression on the Immense 
numbers. Then what could have Induced the herring to change 
Its course! This Is a question which seems unanswerable, as the 
disturbing causes Indicated shove appear Insufficient to account 
for it, more especially as they would exist In any new direction 
taken by the liali. A special commission, consisting of Profs. 
Sara and Smltt, has been appointed by the King of Sweden to 
consider the whole subject. The change of location seems to 
have taken place at the expense of the coast of Norway, which, 
for the first time In many years, has not been this year visited by 
the herring.— Oaligrvmi’e Momenger. 

The Pollution of Rivers.— Dr. William B. Carpenter has 
been writing some articles on the fisheries of British North 
America. They have been published In Nature , with the object 
of proving that the free admission of United States fishermen to 
the fisheries of the Dominion Is a privilege of enormous value. 
As this Is a controversial subject ou which a good deal can be 
said on the other side, Its discussion hardly belongs to us. But 
lie throws out one hint which may deserve more attention than It 
has received from those Interested In the fisheries of the United 
States. “Through the obstruction and pollution of New England 
rivers, the lumberer and manufacturer have ruined the eod-fishsry 
of that locality by destroying the anadromous fishes that at¬ 
tracted the cod thither; so that thus the ‘fish-oil’ and 'fish guano' 
manufacturers, who are now enriching themselves, not only at 
the expense ol the her. Ing and menhaden, but of the other 
species which depend on these for food, will speedily, If un¬ 
checked, Increase the depletion of the northern waters of the 
United States.” 

Shad Hatching on the Delaware.— Lambertvllle, N. J.— 
Editor Chicago Field: —The present season has been a very fair 
one for shad batching on this river. The New Jersey Fish Com¬ 
mission has, as usual, done the work that should be shared by 
Pennsylvania, and has already hatched and deposited a million 
and a half In the river. Most of these were put In below Tren¬ 
ton and the remainder at Milford, Frenehtown, and Belvldere. 
As the shad have worked up the river the hatching party has 
followed, and they are now, July 25th, at Shoemaker's Eddy, 
nine miles above the Delaware water gap, but spawning-fish arc 
scarce. In hauling for spawnlng-shad they get hut few rockfish, 
but black bass are quite numerous. These are turned loose 
again. The temperature of the river has been too high for good 
results. _ Delaware. 

A Rare Chance. —MUs Sara J. McBride will close out her 
stock of fishing tackle, consisting of spoons, artificial minnows, 
split-bamboo rods, lines, etc., at Fourteenth street and Broadway, 
New York, this month, at greatly reduced prices.

Much space has been given to the pointer by ‘'Veteran" on his 
work from tbe fact that at the time of his writing It was tbe main 
Btav of the field sportsmen, and, as he has shown in his remsrks 
upon the setter, the latter dog had not as yet become as thorough¬ 
ly^ identified with the lovers of wild game shooting ss his shorter 
haired relative. To give L. the columns of the Chicago Field 
the entire chapters on the pointer would consume too much 
space. I Shall therefore, reproduce only so much os I deem In¬ 
teresting, adding his advise and directions on breaking, which 
will be found admirable and worthy of being followed at this 

a, “The pointer, notwithstanding the beautiful uniformity of bis 
frame, the docility of Ills disposition, and his almost unlimited 
utility, bse been less noticed by naturalists than any oth.r indi¬ 
vidual of the species; hence It may be fairly Inferred this partic¬ 
ular breed was formerly unknown In Britain, and that the stock 
was originally of foreign extraction. A combination of clrcum-

Further on; where he treats of training, our author says of 
this dog that* “as he runs solus he should never bo put in com¬ 
pany under tfle notion of getting fire from his fellow,for the English 
spaniel lias fire enough without a prompter, and always ranges 
freely from the very first. In an enclosed country, where the 
boundaries do not exceed eight or ten acres, an active, strong 
young fellow may, by bard labor, keep a dog to his work, but 
in the fleldtnge the very attempt would stamp him and me an 
ignoramus. Upon this rock many a poor John has split and num¬ 
bers of dogs been ruined. To cramp a high ranger In bis career is 
cutting off his finest blossom, and leaving him only the bare name 
without the power of action to support and dignify it. Free, and yet 
steady, fly at the touch of heel, and atop at the word of com¬ 
mand. Though some will cry up a dog at first sight as a most 
amazing galloper, not discerning between hunting and running; 
there is as wide a difference, however, as from a horse breaking 
away with bis rider through thick and thin, and racing in obedi¬ 
ence to the hand and heel." I think I need not quote further 
(though l might) to show that tills English spaniel Isa true setter, 
and even In these days would be thought a brilliant dog. Atjg), 
that he Is altogether a faster and larger dog than the small span¬ 
iel. However, our author saves us all trouble on that head, for 
lie has a separate chapter on the “Springing Spaniel :” “This 
useful little creature, whose business lies in strong covert, must, 
nevertheless, be entered In the open field any time after eight 
months of age." That Is enough to show that at that time there 
were two sorts of spaniels, vi*.: tile larger or English spaniel, 
par excellence, and the lesser, or springing spaniel. I could, 
prove this, much more fully, but do not wish to encroach on more 
than my share of space by bringing In other and older books, os 
well as this one. I select this book because the language is in¬ 
telligible, and chiefly because in It Is the first meutiuu of the 
/jointer, by which we can see platuly that the two spaniels, grea er 
aud lesser, existed iu England long before the Introduction from 
Spain of the pointer. I now return to the book: 

“The Pointer. This kind of dog was introduced here In tile 
beginning of this century, and Is a native of Spain or Portugal. 
The first I remember to have seen was about forty years back, 
black and white, heavy, slow, without any regularity in beatiug, 
under no command, but a natural pointer. They all fall under 
a parity of description, nor can nature he assisted by art, as they 
have a ferocity of temper which will not submit to discipline.” 

I will not trespass more on your valuable space, but l think 1 
have shown sufficiently that at tile beginning the setter and the 
pointer were distinct breeds, and that so far from the setter be¬ 
ing a product of the pointer, he wns aboriginal to the coun¬ 
try long before the pointer was Introduced —a foreigner and at a 
comparatively recent date. 

Tlie English spaniel wns used long before the days of gunnery, 
being taught to sit or set that the net might be drawn over him, 
whilst tlie pointer did not appear till much later, was never used 
to the net, hut lielug a natural pointer (index) came Into fashion 
with the art of shooting.

Three or four weeks since, Mr. John R Robinson, of Glenvilla, 
Ashbrook, Sunderland, England, wrote to tlie Forest anti Stream 
that lie and not Mr. Laveraek had bred Pedigree, Magnet and 
Fairy It. Mr. (Jhaa. N. Whitman, the owner of Pedigree, has 
sent us the following letters, which, besides referring to the 
breeding of these dogs, contains much that is Interesting, espe¬ 
cially so, now that Mr Laveraek is dead.

In feply 1 seud you particu¬ 
lars of my kennel aged dogs, not for sale, kept for use and breed¬ 
ing purposes, let, Cora, lemon and white, age seven years, bred 
out of the same bitch and by the same dog as Mr. Raymond's 
Fairy, It anythlug handsomer, my principal brood bitch. 2d, 
Blue Prince, a dug four years old, kept for the stud and use for 
myself. Prince is out of Blue Nellie. (1 sold her to Llewellin 
for 100 gs.) His sire was Pride, now Mr. Raymond's. 3d, A 
dog, Blue Rock, a son of Cora, tiy Blue Rock, a dog I bred pre¬ 
cisely the same as Cora. He is kept for stud and my use. 1 
have now four puppies, age three months now, not for sale, viz:

I only got 
home from my shooting quarters la Scotland two days ago, where 
I have had capital low-ground shooting, often killing twelve and 
fourteen brace of partridges and five or six hares in one field over 
Blue Prince, a son of Pride’s, and Cora, sister to Fairy. I found 
all my youngsters, now five months old, everything I could wish, 


as healthy as any youugsters can be, and showing great quality. 
Four are here, two lemons and two blues; the lemons a dog 
named Pedigree and a bitch Fairy II.; the two blue bitches Blue 
Belle and Nellie. The other four, same age and same litter, 
are In Northumberland; I hear going on as well as these here.

Dear Mr. Westcott: —I wrote you yesterday. Baying the pair 
of dogs will he sent from Liverpool on or about the 9th of March. 

1 enclose a letter from the keeper, who until the last month 
brought up Pedigree and Magnet. I have often had them out in 
the fields and find they are the deuce for chasing everything. 
The dog will be handsome and a show dog. The hitch Is not a 
showy one, hut still she is as pure bred as any in England, and I 
will guarantee her breeding as good and as handsome as any In 
America. With Pedigree you will find she will breed inauy 
lightcolored blues, also lemons. Never mind her appearance nor 
b ing rather small; she is well made and will make a clipper, and 
although the dog will be excellent, she will beat him. 

Bitches and small dogB I have ever found the best. There 
never was a greater error than supposing big, large, leggy, heavy- 
beaded dogs the best. You will find both their tempers very 
mild hut lots of high courage when out on game. Upon no ac¬ 
count check or cow them, keep your temper, but work them 
dally until the ateel Is out of them. At first teach them to drup 
by word and baud Jn a yard or room. When pointing, go quietly 
up and place a thin cord through tlie collar and sit or stand be¬ 
side them to learn patience. Of course after they become fond of 
searching for game with two or three continuous days’ work, 
when getting slower, then commence to check with a thin cord 
from chasing, and once begun never again allow chasing. 1 have 
ever found tlie more they chase and the longer they continue, the 
belter dogs they make- You inuat accustom them to every kind 
of ground where you intend to shoot. I have had dogs excellent 
on grouse and partridge that would not until accustomed to be 
hunted In brush and woods go into them, afterwards prefer woods 
lo all kinds of grounds. You may rely upon making them first- 
class animals by judicious breaking. But whatever you do, don’t 
overbreak, thatis check the inate desire to range and search for 
game. You may by hard work subdue the courage, but unless 
the spirit is inbred you can't give it. Backing and learning to 
retrieve is soon learnt. My idea Is the bitch will prove the best, 
but the dog will be a bold, determined one and prove excellent. 

I have a pair here, same litter, same color as dog. viz. : Fairy II, 
and a dog exactly like your dog Pedigree. They are very hand¬ 
some, ir anything more so than Pedigree, particularly tlie bitch. 

I may perhaps be disposed to 6ell one, but not both. 

You have your work cut out—let your countrymen see what, an 
American can do with English dogs. Believe me to be yours 
most truly.

Mv Dear Mr. Westcott: —lam in receipt of yours of ihe 
17th. I delivered Pedigree and MagDet (brother and slBter) In 
Liverpool, on the 15th, to Mr. Kinsey to leave on the 18th, con¬ 
sequently prior to your receipt of this, expect you will have re¬ 
ceived them. The dog Is casting his coat, consequently until he 
gets his new coat will not look so well. According to my Idea he 
Is an excellent specimen of what a dog ought to be—a lean, clean, 
blood-like head (not a coarse, broad, chubby, heavy, sour head), 
deep and powerful chest, not too Ion// In the legs, well ribbed up 
in the flank or loins, with capital well-bent curved thighs, a fine 
qua non witli me. No dog can run easy unless he has well bent 
thighs and oblique, well-bent sloping hack shoulders, and ought 
not to be too lout/ on the leg. Pad’s tail is well set on, sclmetar 
or curved. Mag Is well shaped for speed; a light head, which 
most bitches have, capital tliighs, and caw rate, in short, you can’t 
tire her, she runs so light and easy; her tail liavinga tendency 
to curl up is the principal eyesore. After being washed and put 
Into condition you will find her coat shine like black satin. Both 
will be very silky. Most of the best dogs I and friends have had 
have been no larger than Mag, and James Hall, master of the 
Holdernes8 Fox Hounds, and Lord Henry Bentinck, who often 
each killed 100 brace of grouse In a day, would never have a 
heavy, leggy dog, and preferred bitches. 

Mag will surpass Ped end be a clipper, although he will be 
first-rate. Don’t cow or check their range or spirit by whip or 
harshness. Take the spirit out of them by dally running them 
down, and of course when once broke nqyer after allow to run 
riot. Although brother and sister being opposite colors and 
some straining to Victor, the sire, and some to Blue DaiBy, the 
dam, the offspring is mire to nick and be fine, large handsome 
dogs. The blues will be much handsomer marked than Mag and 
will take after Blue Prince. A Mr. Tasker, in Philadelphia has a 
lemon and white bitch own sister to Ped. See her. She will be 
good and la handsome. Expect both together at the Centennial, 
provided In condition. Mr. Hollins, of the firm of Minton & 
Hollins, is sending to Pblladelpblaa numberof likenesses of dogs 
he had from me; several are by Pride; one is the likeness of my 
Cora, the handsomest I ever bred. Her sire and dam are the 
same as Raymond's Fairy. Of course you saw in Forest and 
Stream an article signed “Justus,” dated from New York, finding 
fault with Raymond’s Pride and Fairy, and saying Fairy was too 
short on the leg. This article is by Duekell. He does not omit 
eulogizing Llewellln's dogs—hie master. I don’t like auy of his 
breed—all are too long on the leg and upright shoulders and 
slack loins and coarse. Llewellin has four or five Laveracks and 
breeds from them, but has not the honest manliness to give the 
pedigree. I refused to sell him any, and point blank refused 
him the services of Ped, own brother to Raymond’s Fairy. You 
may breed with safely from your bitch out of Glldersleeves, 
although liver and white. Put your Ped to her. If the bitch Is 
well bred Ped can’t omit getting first-class stock. I gave Ped’s 
pedigree, viz , by Bayley’s lemon and white dog Victor, bred by 
me. He was out of my Blue Moll, by my old Dash, a blue, same 
sire and dam as Raymond’s Fairy. DaiBy, the dam of Ped and 
Mag, I bred—Is by Blue Prince—decidedly the best stud dog I 
ever had, and also a first rate performer. Daisy's dam was 
Decken’s Blue Cora, I bred, sister to his celebrated champion 
prize winner Blue Belle, superior In form to Llewellln's Countess, 
etc. It is rather amusing finding fault with Raymond's Fairy's 
short legs. I have always bred In order to get short legs and 
compact form, and dislike much over big leggy dogs. Let me 


hear after a few trials what you think of Mag—query, if you 
don’t find her a very deceptive animal. 

There can't bo a better locality for dogs than your seaside 
domicile. I firmly believe you have a pair of animals that will 
prove first-rate If well broken. So will Tasker’s. He has be¬ 
spoke a blue dog puppy I have now, nine weeks old out of my 
Cora, by Blue Prince to breed with his lemon bitch. He wishes 
It shipped on the 12th April —too soon. I will send you the back 
pedigree of your doge, which you can insert in the American 
Stud Book. All I can add is, there are no purer bred dogs In 
England than Raymond’s Fairy and Pride, and your pair and 
Tasker’s stick to them. I fancy Raymond’s Fairy is too fleet for 
your country, and never has been run down. All 1 can say ia, 
Pride never was half so good. She with me was a flyer, but I 
had a large range and ran/ her daily, and never checked her 
range. Wish you may receive your dogs safe, aud hoping they 
may please, believe me to be yours most truly,

I omitted to say If you wish to learn one of your dogs to re¬ 
trieve, first make him patient to drop down charge—after load¬ 
ing, then allow him to retrieve. The very best retriever I ever 
saw was a setter I used ten years, the same breed as Ped. I 
worked him here, in Scotland and Ireland. He lay down to 
charge, after, when told, retrieved any game on land or water as 
quick as possible, when ranging very wide, which I like; If he 
found one-half a mile distant a dead bird or bare he invariably 
brought it. But I could only run him single for fear of 
jealousy. 

Accustom at feeding to fire at first small charges of powdt'r 
until the dogs don’t mind the noise. You will like Mr. Tasker’s 
bitch, sister to Ped, but you muat not breed from them. I am 
sending him a blue dog puppy, a son of Princess out of my Cora, 
to breed from. He will be very handsome, but I still query if 
Mag will not prove the best of the three. She Is big enough 
and you can’t run her down, and I guarantee her throwing first 
class dogs to Ped, and handsomer—not so dark in color. I 
have seen some Mag's color as good as any I ever had. Bear in 
mind all three are not full grown and won’t get their feather till 
one and a half years old, I feel confident all three will make 
llrst-elass workers if judiciously handled. 

Run down by work;don’t heat or check.

The Hutchins’ (loose, Auser lliitchlnsil. 


BY ROMO. 

Dr. Richardson iu his valuable work on ornithology tells us 
that the Hutchins’ goose was for a long time taken for the brant 
or an emaciated Canada goose. Its resemblance to the latter is 
so groat, were It not for Its decreased size and the more distinct 
barred markings on its breast and belly, the two would be iden¬ 
tical. Abundant in Hudson Bay and breeding In numbers In 
Felix harbor, it Is seldom seen in our eastern waters excepting 
iu severe seasons, and then rarely. The writer has noticed them 
on one or two occasions In company with the Canada goose at 
Egg Harbor, N. J., ami was fortunate once In killing a tine speci¬ 
men, it. heiug called by the baymen there the sedge goose, and 
known to them by that name only, they also state that It Is not 
at all common on their portion of the Atlantic coast. 

The Hutchins' goose is abundant on the Pacific coast as far 
south as California, and the lakes of all the western territories 
at times throng with them. In one of the late issues of the 
Chicago Field there appeared an article on the subject of 
brant which was calculated to lead sportsmen astray In regard to 
the anser or goose family, and If I am not mistaken, the true 
brant, Aueer brenta was not mentioned or described at all, while 
the several fowls mentioned, namely, the Canada goose, white 
frouted goose, Hutchins' goose, and snow goose, were all called 
brant; the latter, Anacr breuti i, and a variety of the same rarely 
met with, Hrenta nigricans, being a salt water loving bird rarely 
if ever met with inland, and seldom crossing overland unless so 
driven by storm, but following the coast always in its migra¬ 
tions. 

A good specimen of the Hutchins' goose was shot on the Dela¬ 
ware Bay this Winter, the skin falling into the hands of Mr. 
Chris. Wood, of Philadelphia, from whom Mr. Krider purchased 
it. I have made a sketch of tile bird, believing It would be of 
assistance to the readers of the Chicago Field, and I give below 
its measurement: 

Length to end of tail, 25 Inches; extent, of wiugs, 19 inches; 
wing from flexure, 10J Inches; tall, f>jj inches; bill along the hack, 
14 inches; alongside of lower mandible, 1J inches; tarsus, 2J 
inches; middle toe, 2} inches; its claw, 4-13 Inch; weight, 4i 
pounds. 

A description of the Canada goose as to color, etc., would an¬ 
swer for the Hutchins’ goose, excepting that on the latter the 
upper and lower breast is delicately marked with dose running 
barred lines, while on the former the breast is of a more solid, 
ashy grey, the lines being not nearly so distinct; besides, there is 
an average difference of two or two and a half pounds in the 
weight of the two birds In favor of the Canada goose. 

GoaTsuukbrs. —LcRoy, Ill.— Editor Chicago Field: —In all the 
various works on ornithology with reference to the family of 
Caprinulgirur, or true goatsuckers, of which we have two geuera 
in this country, viz: autrostomus and chordeiles. All seem to 
agree on one point, and “Dr. Elliott Coues says that in both, 
the feet are so extremely short that the birds cannot perch In the 
usual way, but sit lengthwise on a large branch or crouch on the 
ground. In hundreds of eases, both of Autroxtomus mieiferux, 
((id.) and Chordeilex Virginian oh (Swainson), I have always found 
It to lie the case without exception, until recently,when to my great 
astonishment, I flushed in three different places, whippoorwills 
with young, the old birds in each case (f marked one each time) 
sat across a limb in tbe same position as a robin or sparrow 
would. One sat upon a paw-paw tree about four feet high, on a 
limb the size of a common ramrod; the second on a small red 
oak os thick as my arm, and the third on the top of a brush pile, 
distance from four feet to two rods away, so close were they that 
I could distinguish the male from female by the white and brown- 
tipped peetencs. I have no doubt about their being whippoor¬ 
wills. A friend who was with me said he never saw it done be¬ 
fore, although he lives close to the timber. Whether their hav¬ 
ing young ones made the difference or not I cannot say, for I 
never, even in nesting time, saw them perch that way, although 
t have repeatedly flushed them and found their nests and eggs. 
I would like to hear from some ornithologist on the Bublect. 
Remembering also the controversy which existed Ihrouglithe 
English Field some time ago relative to the food stiff method of 
procuring the same by the bcolopax rueticola, (Lin.) European 
woodcock. Some time ago I took from the stomach of an 
American woodcock, Philohela minor (Gray,) a small wlreworm 
which I have preserved In alcohol; It is about one inch In length.

A Heronry. —Marshall’s Ferry, Ill.— Editor Chicago Field :— 
I have recently vi-ited the nesting place of the great blue heron, 
Ardea herodias, or “blue crane,” as It Is sometimes called, on the 
WabaBh bottoms. The heronry covers about ten acres and is 
near the river, In tbe low bottom land. For some reason the 
birds have selected only the large sycamore trees to build In, and 
they must be partial to these as there are plenty of oaks and 
other trees equally large. 

I was attracted to the place by tbe noise of tbe young birds 
while being fed. The sounds resembled the growling of a large 
drove of hogs more than anything else that I can compare It 
with, and to a timid person not knowing what It was, would be 
apt to be badly frightened. Every tree contained from two to 
fifteen nests, some of which I should judge had been used sev¬ 
eral years Iu succession by adding more material to them each 
year. Some of them were nearly tbe size of a Bugar hogshead, 
and were composed of sticks from half an inch to two inches in 
diameter, and from one to three feet long. The nests are lined 
Inside with down from the old birds. They were all built ou the 
highest part of the trees; tbe ground beneath the trees was bare 
of vcgetatiOD and covered with debrie from the nests and birds 
above. Large quills and feathers strewn about abow that some 
of the young fall out and are devoured by the hogs and many 
buxeards which are continually hovering about, watching their 


chances for a square meal. The young lie very quietly, in thfilr 
nests, except when tbe old ones bring them their meals of fish, then 
they stretch up their long necks and utter a gurgling kind of 
growl, and seem to say, “that's bully grub, bring us some more." 
1 am satisfied that the young stay at home until they are able to 
fly away, as I saw several nearly as large as the old ones In the 
nests, but saw none alive on the ground In my rambles about the 
place. The smell of the rotten eggs, etc., reminded me of a 
sulphur spring. Bio Hatchet.

Opening of a New Range. 


New York. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field A formal opening of tbe New Jersey Slate 
Rifle Association was duly accomplished according to programme on 
the25tb inst. with tbe ereepttou Luat Gov. McClellan failed to put In 
his appearance, but his Excellency was duly represented by Gen. 
Stryker and other member* of his staff, together with tbe principal 
ofllcers of tbe State National Guards. The grounds are midway be¬ 
tween Bllzahethport and Elizabeth ou tbe New Jersey Central Railway, 
at a new station called Brintoo, from tbe name of tbe range, which 
name was selected from the middle name of Geo. B. McClellan, in 
honor of tbe distinguished consideration and interest be has mani¬ 
fested in establishing this flrst state rifle range. 

Tbe association opened tb**lr grounds under a salute of thirteen guns 
attended by a large concourse of citizens from home and abroad. 

The spot, selected for the range con Id not have been more diacrl ini¬ 
tiate. Its accessibility from the city of New York and other cities 
opens a strong future, looking to a formidable rl\’al-hip to Creed- 
moor. The broad green lawn of the latter is wanting at Urinton, but 
that range was not as far advanced on its opening day, five years ago, 
as tbe New Jersey range ia to-day. 

The grounds extend from tbe railroad north to the marshes skirting 
the bay. the front belug slightly upland where tbe benches are male, 
giving on the longer runges distances from the targets: eight, nine, 
ten and twelve hundred yards. The state range Is located to the left, 
of 200 yards, with targets located midway to the loug range targets. 
The association deserves a good deal of credit for their persistent 
course in pushing their claims before tbe legislature at different ses¬ 
sions,and not until the call for troops during the railroad riots did they 
see any hopes for assistance from that quarter. The Jersey man ia 
slow to contribute money for a mere idea, but when an actual neces¬ 
sity arises which is tangible and productive, he generally comes up to 
tbe exigency of the times, even though a little tardy. The state appro¬ 
priated six r.hou*aud dollars last Winter for this purpose, and well has 
the association improved the time. 

The demand for membership has more than met expectation, it has 
enrolled as members over 200, and enlarging the list daily. 

1 observed among the distinguished officer* present be-ides Adjutaul 
Gen.W, S. Stryker, the Governor’s immediate representative. Maj. (Jen. 
G. Mott, commanding the National Guards of tbe state, accompanied 
by his staff. Col. Willing. Col. Lotler. Gen. Ward aud Major Dwyer. 
Among others present were Col. Sterling, general inspector of rifle 
practice; (Jen. J. W. Plume, flrst brigade; Col. Morrill, of the 3d; Col. 
Steele, of tbe 4th; and Major Sloan, of the 7th; Judge Stanton, G. S. 
Scherraerhorn, Jr,, J. P. Walters, Cap I. J. (J. Story, Gen. Shaier and 
Col. Scott, of the National Rifle Association.

Not Very Kekn for tiie Honor.— According to the programme 
adopted lately by ihe Board of Directors of the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion the flrst competition for the selection of an American rifle team to 
defend the Centennial trophy duriiu the current year should have taken 
place on July 16. The conditions of the competition were adopted at 
bo late a moment, and so little notice was given of the date* on which 
they would take place, Inal the innjorlty of riflemen, even in New York, 
were completely in the dHrk about the whole affair. 

When it was found that only four riflemen altogether bad qualified 
themselves for places on the team by euteriug at tbe proper time and 
participating in the flrst competition, it was resolved to appoint new 
dates for the selection of the team MiifNclenlly far off for ample notice 
to be given to all interested in rifle matters. All persons, however, who 
may have shot on July 16. and who will have completed their scores 
July 17. may. if they wish, stand on them instead of shooting the flrst 
competition over aealu. The new dates adopted were a* follow®: First 
competition.

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CAME-ITS EXTINCTION; THE CAUSE, AND f 
THE REMEDY. u 

Among the natural source* of wealth which greatly enhance o 
the value of any country In the eyes of civilized as well as unciv¬ 
ilized men are rivers and lakes well stocked with tlsh, and Helds q 

and forests abounding In game. It was to such a country that 

the early discoverers of America came. 1 he record whirh is prt * 
served of their lirst Impressions of the new country is that its 
forests and streams offered an abundant supply of the choicest 
food It was this fact that was held out as one of the strongest 
Inducements to tlielr friends to come over and join them. A 
marked change, however, has taken place since those days and s 
the present. If the early colonists should revisit their settle¬ 
ments on the James river, or on the Hudson or on Massarhu- 
setts Buy , they would be sadly in danger of starving to death if s 
they endeavored to live on the fish and game they should Hud, 
and their reports on thissubject would present a striking eon trust 
to those of two centuries ago. Instead of reporting to tlulr 
friends as (.apt. Miles Stundish, or the Plymouth colony did In 
1021 ti, & t “Deer and wild fowl were very plentiful, and only a few i 
hours’ hunting each day were necessary to provide enough to last < 
Die colonv a week," they would undoubtedly report that no 
traces of game excepting a few squirrels and rabbits could be I 
found, and that It Is exceedingly doubtful if any deer or larger 
game ever existed in the country. ...... , 

We recently visited Plymouth, famous for .lie historic assort- l 
atlons wbleh cluster about It, and noted the gcnerel condition 
of the country, In one of the oldest settled regions of the old Bay 
State, relative to game. In the vicinity of Plymouth we found 
extensive tracts of country covered with pine and shrub oak, the 
natural home of the deer, but we learned that it was seldom now 
that a deer was heard of. The same extensive stretches of pine 
and shrub oak forests we found extended along the line of llit 
Cape Cod railroad from Plymouth to Harwich, but our inquiries i 
and observations along the road were met with a slimlai answer 
to that which we had received at Plymouth. Ruffed grouse 
rabbits and foxes still flourished, though not very abuudant, but 
water fowl were quite plenty, both on the north and south shore. 

A visit to Long Islaud revealed also the same barrenness of a 
country pceullary adapted for deer and other game. Thu Is and 
Is a hundred miles long with an average width of twenty miles. 
Through the center of It, nearly the entire length formerly ran 
a belt of ptue woods of from eight to ten miles lu width, and 
and here deer were found lu abundance when the island was first 
settled. The wood 6 afforded them ample retreat and the mead 
ows on the southern side and the higher and on the northern 
gave them excellent and diversified feeding-ground. The pine 
woods have been mostly destroyed by Are and tbeax.and hare given 
way to small pines and scrub oak. Though an occasional deer 
is still found on the island, yet they are few and far between. 

It ts impossible to study this subject of the diminution of game 
and Its causes without having our attention continually drawn 
to the forests of the country. Their growing thinness and the 
difficulty of obtaining good lumber from regions which only a 
few^rears ago Supplied Urn full demand, has called attention aa 
to bow the forests can be preserved, and a supply of timber for 
building; and wood for fuel be Insured for the y ears to come. The 
cutting down of the forests has resulted In climatic changes 
which have seriously affected the healthfuluess of certain locali¬ 
ties and undoubtedly affected tbe climate of the whole country. 
The rivers and ponds also, which contribute to the general health¬ 
fulness and beauty of the country which they Irrigate and drain, 
have In many cases almost dried up, and the value of the rivers 
as meaus of power for manufactories, has been seriously 
Tbe destruction of the forests and tbe extermination of game 
have closely followed each other, and the loss ■ f both is alike a 
national misfortune. If we were asked what other evil ''“ re¬ 
sulted other than that we have lost some of the most delicious 
food, we should reply that the physical deterioration of the men 
of toalay In many respects, as compared with their fathers, Is un¬ 
doubted^ due to U,e fact that their diet Is a most exclusively 
confined to the meats of domestic animals. We cannot endure 
fatigue and privation as they were accustomed to. It Is possible 
we B bavc Improved Intellectually, but if It has been at the sacri¬ 
fice of our health It has been dearly gained. 

As we look Into the causes which have so quickly stripped the 
forests of their valuable trees, and the country of Its wild ani¬ 
mals and wild fowls, we find that they are not the result of nat- 
ural agencies. Both alike are the result of a wanton profligacy 
and wholesale slaughter. In traveling through the forests of 
New York and New England and the pineries of Wisconsin this 
unnatural waste and destruction of tbe forints, In trees partly 

stripped and left to rot on tbe ground, as well as laI #“ “ 

careless! v or maliciously burned over, have greeted our sight on 
every side. Just so is it In the case of game. Its scarcity at the 
present time In many portions of tbe country Is the result of un¬ 
natural rather than natural causes. Wherever and whenever It 
has beeu found It has been slaughtered without re g»rd to the 
fact that neither borne consumption, nor the markets, call f r It. 
One of the most common, as well as valuable, « w “ 

formerly found In all parts of tbe country, east and west, tbe 
deer, has been entirely killed off in many localities, and Os num¬ 
bers fearfully thinned out, even where It Is still to *uund, 
and not because the natural demand haB called for It, but on w 
count of the ruthless destruction to which It has been subjected. 

There is a class of men who call themselves sportsmen, but to 
whom the name of game butchers would apply, who arc respon- 
TlWe for thu state of affairs. They draw a bead on anything that 
comes within their range, whether It be a young fawn only a week 
old or a prairie cbtckeo Just out of the shell. They would shoot 
a ruffed grouse aa quickly sitting on her Ihalf-hatched ,eggs as 
they would If she were In season, and thus destroy a whole brcxxl 
at one shot. The game butcher has also carried on a war of ex¬ 


termination against the buffalo, one of the noblest of the native 
game of America, and although Congress took the matter In hand t 
he baa not ceaaed from hie destructive work. 

To no one Is tbe game butcher better known or more thor- a 
oughly disliked than by the true sportBman. That consideration f 
and magnanimity which a sportsman exercises to his game, he t 
knows and cares nothing about. The sportsman does not corral I 
hts game and then, havlDg got It In his clutches, whet his knife ■ 
at hts leisure, and deliberately cut the throats of his helpless y 
victims, as we knew an Instance of In Maine a few years ago, e 
where a herd of six moose were driven by a severe snowstorm f 
Into the clutches of a party of loggers who stuck” them one t 
after the other, although they knew they would be unable to . 
use the meat, and then left them to rot or for the wolves and s 
foxes to prey upon. The true sportsman recognizes the fact that 1 
game must breed as well as domestic animals, and that unless t 
they arc allowed to do that they will be exterminated. No one Is t 
more deBirous that suitable laws which shall ensure protection to t 
game at curtain times and under certain circumstances shall be t 
enacted and enforced than he. , , , 

Tbe protection of game is a subject that the whole country Is 1 
Interested in, quite as much as the sportsman. Venison, snlpeB, ) 
ducks and prairie chickens are. delicacies which ought to be as ( 
common and as cheap as domestic meats. And we repeat the 
assertion which It Is Impossible to refute, that there is no gwd 
reason why they arc not. It is not the natural demand caused ( 
by an Increase of population which accounts for the limited sup- | 
ply at the present day, hut the scarcity Is the result of willful and , 
unnecessary extravagance with which the natural wealth of the , 
country has been squandered. i 

The same may be said of the fish butcher whom we have fre¬ 
quently watched fishing and have seen as busily eiigaged in his , 
work of destruction on the water, as the game butcher on land. , 
Not satisfied with having had the sport (In fact, he has no true 
Idea of sport) of catching a Hue string of fish, be keepB on until , 
obliged to desist oil account of sheer fatigue, and tbeu he closes 
up his work of slaughter by throwing away a half-bushel or more 
which he has no use for. He it Is who Is responsible for the 
scarcity of fish In our rivers aud lakes, which has rendered It 
necessary’ tore-stuck them by artificial means. 

Tln re arc millions of acres of land in the states ca6t of the Mis¬ 
sissippi either covered with a [lortion of the original forestB, or 
with subsequent growths, and containing marshes and swamps, 
lit for nothing but to bo the home of game, which would thrive 
and prosper tu them. As they now exist, these tracts of wood 
aud swamp country arc lying profitless to their owners and to the 
country at large. Is it uot possible that Borne method can be 
devised by which these sports, which seem to have been reserved 
by nature for tills very purpose, shall tie utilized In the cultiva¬ 
tion of game, aud the country be thus re-stocked, and the danger 
0 t the extermination of some of the best of game animals for 
food be averted! The suceess which has attended the efforts in 
the cultivation of fish it is hoped will suggest to the national or 
Stale governments or to Individuals boihc methods for the success¬ 
ful cultivation of game. The common deer thrives under domes¬ 
tication, and the moose and others of the same family would un¬ 
doubtedly propagate their young under confinement, which they 
would scarcely feel, as well as in their native wilds. With birds, 
especially snipes, woodcocks, grouse, quails and ruffed grouse, 
the difficulties to their successful culture are well known, as they 
never have thriven to any exteut under domestication, but more 
difficult and appareuily hopeless tasks than their successful cul¬ 
ture have been overcome. Some means we believe cani be devised 
for successful game culture, such, for Instance, as the setting 
apart by each state of certain tracts of hill or meadow, swamp or 
forest laud, as a state park, suitable for the species which It Is de¬ 
signed to cultivate, with commissioners appointed who shall have 
the whole under their charge as ts the ease with the fish com¬ 
missioners, shooting to be excluded on the land so set apa t. The 
natural Increase would cause a portion of the game to seek other 
places and thus this preserve would be a nursery for stocking the 
surrounding country, and in this way our game would at least be 
saved from extermination. . . . .. . . . 

Other valuable garae.whlcb Is not found in this, but which hah- 
itates the same latitudes in other countries, might also be im¬ 
ported and cultivated here. 

There 6till remain certain localities in the northern portions of 
, the states of Maine, New York, Michigan and the northwestern 
i states where large game, the moose, elk and buck, still exist. 

. Prairie chickens are found in all the Western states and are 
, abuudant in the states west of tbe Mississippi. Ruffed grouse 
, and quails are found In scattering numbers in every state, and It 
■ they were not so tenacious of life they would have been exter- 
» minated ere this In the thousands of snaree which lie in wait for 
» them at all seasons of the year. Water-fowl, especially ducks of 

- almost every species, are still abundant In the lakes and rivers of 
the northern and western Btates, and are found In nearly every 

1 state In the Union. To see that what Is still left us of our once 
, abundant game wealth, should be protected and the game 
s butchers” vigorously punlBhed, Is the Imperative duty of both 
. state and national governments. The manufacture of a thou- 
e sand game laws (and the game laws are among the deadest of 
t the many dead laws In our statute books) will do no good If no 

- one Is appointed who ts able and competent to enforce them, 

s The recent appointment of four state constables by the State of 
n New York to protect the game In the Adirondack region of that 
I- state Is a move In the right direction, so also is that of Importing 
y moose from Maine,which we have previously noticed, for the pur- 
e pose of repacking the Adlrondacks with this noble and valuable 
e game. _

—The supreme court has decided the 
game law of Nebraska unconstitutional, which puts tbe old law 
In force. Therefore prairie chickens which are very numerous 
can be shot from Aug. 1st to Jan. 1st, “also ruffed grouse, sage 
chickens and woodcocks; quails, wild turkeys, buffaloes, elks, 
mountain sheep, deer and uutelopes from Oct. 1st to Jan. 1st. 
Virginia: Open season for quails Oct. 15th to Jan. 1st; deer, 
Sept. 1st to Jan. 15th. Mississippi, open season for all game ex¬ 
cepting wild turkeys, from Sept. I5tb to March 15th; wild tur¬ 
keys from 8ept. 15lh to May 1st. Kansas: The supreme court has 
decided tbe restriction on the transportation of game out of the 
state unconstitutional. Non-residents as well aa residents esn 
ship It out. Ontario: Close season for game; wild turkeys, 
grouse, pheasauts, and partridges shall not be hunted, taken, or 
killed between Feb. 1st and Oct. 1st; quails shall not be bunted, 
taken or killed between Jan. 1st and Oct. 1st; woodcocks shall 
not be hunted, taken or killed between Jan. 1st and Aug. let; 
snipes shall not be bunted or killed between May 1st aud Aug. 
15th; water fowls, known as inullard, grey duck, black duck,wood 
or Summer duck, shall not be bunted, taken or killed between 
Jan. 1st and Sept. 1s t.

Spring Shooting. 

BY HECAPPER. 

I was very glad, Mr. Editor, to see the powerful and able edi¬ 
torial published In your columns some weeks since, urging that 
all Spring shooting be abolished. I wish that more men thought 
as you do on this subject, and although I fear that the miserable 
aud suicidal practice of shooting game at. a season when it Is just 
preparing to obey tbe Divine command, "Increase and multiply,’’ 
will never be entirely suppressed, It is at least worth the while 
to keep the subject agitated. To my mind there is no manner of 
doubt but that Spring shootlug Is one of the most potent agents 
working for the diminution of game. To It alone can we look as 
the cause of so many of our varieties of game—that formerly 
used to breed and reside throughout the greater part of each year 
among us—now posBlng to remote regions In order that they 
may propagate their species In comparative safety. 

I know that the rapid decrease In the number of our various 
game birds, both land and water fowl, Ib by many ascribed to the 
rapid filling up of tbe country, by the Increase of the population, 
and the clearing away of forests "arid draining of swamps and 
marshes. Though this may, and no doubt does, have some effect, 
It does so only to a very limited extent. If game was only killed 
In the proper season, and then only by the gun, and In a legit! 
mate and sportsmanlike way, tbe mere clearing up of certain 
parts of the country would not much matter. As a proof of this 
assertion, I have ouly to point to the well-known fact that our 
most familiar kinds of game, as the quail, the woodcock, the 
snipe, and, to a certain extent, the prairie grouse, thrive best, 
when not too much persecuted, In the Immediate vicinity of cul¬ 
tivated lands. The quail especially, when properly protected 
seems to be both willing and able to adapt himself readily to 
and e en to court the neighborhood of his moat deadly enemy— 
mau. As by common consent, both be and the grouse family are 
exempt from danger from the gun, except during the Autumn 
months, their case needs no further consideration here, but such, 
unfortunately, Is not the case with the snipe, tbe woodcock or 
the different varieties of ducks, geese or the large class of birds 
known as bay snipe. True, these last are by many good sports¬ 
men not considered ae true game, but as the killing of them af¬ 
fords sport to many a beginner In the art of shooting, and as they 
i ^ purchased by many of the non-shooting public as an 
•rtlcle of food, and moreover as they are, or would be if let alone 
n the mating and breeding season, with ub nearly the entire 
iu r 'k , P ortto many whose time or meanB does not per- 

m t them to go In pursuit of upland game, they should, with the 
ruegame, be equally protected. In thtBland of almost*commu- 
nsilc liberty, where every ragged loafer and every cockney 


sportsmun claims a right to shoot, trap, net or snood gume 
wherever he may meet It, It Is really a wonder that within a 
hundred miles of any large /city a single head of game Is to be 
found. Many a nesting woodcock Is shot by the city and vil¬ 
lage loafers when they arc looking for 8pring snipe. Many a 
dapper cockney sportsman bags his first young ruffed grouse 
while ostensibly In search of Summer woodcock. 

That In the older states game Is to be found at all under all 
these adverse circumstances, Is to me proof positive of two things 
seldom taken Into account. The first Is, that tbe clearing up of 
the country has little or nothing to do with driving off tbe game, 
as If that were the case all would disappear, and not a part re¬ 
main The aeconri thing proved Ib that If we are still able, after 
all the persecution they have to put up with, to find a few birds 
in the season. It. goes to show clearly how well able they have 
been to withstand the attempts at their total extinction, and 
therefore that they would still be plenty on their old grounds 
had they been protected In the past. If all the game that has 
been killed during the laat sixty tears In this country, had been 
killed only during the Autumn months, aud when on the wing, 
and none had been killed during Spring or Summer, or by snar¬ 
ing, netting, trapping, or by shooting when bunched together on 
the ground, game would be nearly, If not quite, as plenty now as 
then. If all who kill game In these United States would kill It 
from henceforth only In Autumn, and ouly as tbe true sporlsmnn 
desires to kill his game, viz.: on tbe wing, T am firmly convinced 
that within the next thirty years, or perhaps even less time, we 
should live to see something like the old times re-tored. I fear, 
however, that this will never be. Rarely do we meet the old and 
fr«e style sportsman who shoots for the sport and for that alone. 
Nowadays sportsmen seem to be possessed with the Idea that the 
great point to be attained Is for each and all to kill all the came 
they see, whether they can usefully dispose of It afterward or 
not. 

They cumber themselves with a small cannon, with a bore like 
unto the old-time blunderbuss. They load their bc'ts and pock¬ 
ets with immense quantises of ammunition, and beginning wilh 
the new year, continue till its end, slaughtering the mating, 
breeding or lmlf-grown game so long as a bead or It Is to be 
found, and call it sport, and themselves (Heaven save the murk I) 
sportsmen (I). This is not sportsmarisldp, but downright van¬ 
dalism and butchery. Well Indeed may the few Dld-lime sports¬ 
men left among us deplore this s ate of things, and wonder how- 
men can so prostitute the energies of themselves, their good dogs 
and guns to the calling of tbe market shooter, and yet think It 
sport, and call tbemselveB sportsmen. Is there no remedy for 
tills thing! Must all our game be swept, away by the very men 
who ought to know, aud do know, better than to persist in shoot¬ 
ing throughout the entire year! Must this country - tbe grand¬ 
est game preserve In tbe world-have its hills and valleys, Us 
Helds, Its streams and shores, its meadow s and prairies, made teu- 
autless and silent for want of a little forethought, a little self- 
denial, and a fair amount of co-operation among those calling 
themselves sportsmen! Brothers, look to It. With you is the 
fault, both of the past and the present, und with you is the power 
to reform tbe evil. Each of you by example and by precept can 
do much slngley, but combined in one grand brotherhood you 
can do more You will find many a wolf in slieep’B clothing try¬ 
ing to come among you, but to nil such give short slirlft. I have 
made my appeal to you, and the end is worth trying for; so abol¬ 
ish all Spring aud Summer 6liooting.

Isles. They are worth seeing—that Is the islands, not the apos¬ 
tles; but we made allowances for them, for Saint Loo anil his folks 
did not expect us. They reminded meof thedifferenee between a 
breechand muzzle-loader; it isonly In the breech. Well to my para¬ 
dise. Having started out to flud game, we donned our Hohihirds, 
packed our tent, and putting In a good supply of pressed corned 
beef, ham and hard tack, we sLruek for the land of promise along 
the N. P. R. R. To attempt to give an account of the dalles of 
the St. I .on Is would be an utter Impossibility. It would take a 
longer fellow than your humble servant; a Californian may des¬ 
cant on Yosemite, the German on his sweet Bingen on 1 lie 
Rhine, and Johnny Bull on his "Cowes," but the dales of St. 
Louis are simply “Excelsior.” I am sure spoilsmen will pardon 
me for lingering on this delightful spot, for, though we tramped 
eighty miles to Bralnerd through a God-forsakeu country for 
farmers, we felt well paid by the first twenty-five rniles nil the 
St. Louis banks. Deer crossed our p.illi daily in twos ami threes; 
grouse ran before us unmolested, for what man could slay them 
when a drove of little beauties pee-peep In their trail. Ye gods! 
what a sight! and the lakes with the millions of acres of wild rice, 
where millions of ducks and geese will fatten in the Fall I Hav¬ 
ing formed the acquaintance of that lover of a good dog and gun, 
“Ingomar,” and brother Hicks, I was shown around amongst the 
"dorgs.” Sleaford pupB, Ranger's and "mongrel wuzzela” 
abound. I have not the least doubt that some of them can fill 
the bill Id the field to satisfy any sp irtsman—especially Ingo- 
mar’s cocker. I can back him to toss a cracker from his nose 
further than any dog (and not catch It); but then, you know, lie 
has not much time to teach him. Onward to Wardens, under 
Ingomar’s directions, and to Leaf Lake, 14 rniles west, by C J. 
Stewart’s, from there—and behold the paradise. Only one gov¬ 
ernment section left in forty mile* front of water—215 acres did I 
gobble; while ORk Umber, a prairie; white fish, pike, pickerel, 
black and spotted bass, sunllsb two to three pounds in weight.

Sportsmen 
coming here to shoot and destiny game, for pastime, would fare 
badly. Now, I am getting settled In my log cabin; perhaps If you 
don’t think my scrawl too long, some would like to know what it 
coats to get through os we did, so I will give Items from Chicago:

The Wisconsin State Sportsmen's Association. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I desire through your columns to 
propound this question to the sportsmen of the "Badger State,” 
i.e : Is the Wisconsin State Sportsmen’s Association dead or 
merely slceplnlg! If only a ease of suspended animation It be¬ 
hooves the sportsmen of our state, Individually and collectively, 
to galvanize the body Into life again, as It Is undeniably an organ¬ 
ization or great benefit, rightly directed. 

During the Summer of 1874, the writer hereof prepared a call 
for a Stale Sportsmen’s Association for the protection of fish and 
game, naming Portage City as the place, and August 18th as the 
time, for holding a convention of sportsmen to organize such an 
association. This call, as may he remembered by the readers of 
the Chicago Field, was signed by many leading sportsmen of 
Wisconsin, and duly published in the (then) Field and Stheam, 
the editor generously co-operating to bring about this consumma¬ 
tion devoutly to be wished. At the time appointed a few enthu¬ 
siastic sportsmen convened at Court House Hall, Portage—Ihe 
attendance being small, owing to the fact that the shooting sea- 
sou had just opened—and then and there an organization was 
formed under the name of the Wisconsl n State Sportsmen's A ssocla- 
tlou for the protection of fish and game. After election of officers 
and business of minor Importance the meeting adjourned. Madi¬ 
son was named as the place for holding the next meeting; the 
time, Feb. 2, 1875. Here, too, the attendance was not so large 
as it might otherwise have been, a heavy snow storm blockading 
many roads and preventing many from attending—the writer 
among the number. However, a goodly number of sportsmen as¬ 
sembled, representing the principal sporting clubs In the Bail in¬ 
state, and a very valuable session was the result. Everything 
seemed favorable to an ultimate success, and the formation of 
an association at once influential and potent to create new life 
and Infuse a stimulus to the sportsmen and sportsmunsldp of,,in¬ 
state, which Is, beyund a doubt, one of the finest sporting regions, 
even yet, In all America. But alas! the efforts of the few could not 
maintain the “prestige and power” of an organization designed 
to represent tile entire slate, and it was suffered to decline, until 
at the present moment, it is problematical whether Hie Wiscon¬ 
sin State Sportsmen's Association exists in fact, or only In name. 
If it he possible, us I think and confidently hope it may lie, to 
again revive this organization, it is the duty of ull sporismeii 
throughout the state to combine In an effort to that end. Let a 
lime and place of meeting he set, and “heralded abroad” through 
the columns of the Chicago Field— the earnest supporter of 
western organizations, and let each sporting club, each Individual 
lover of the gun and rod, who has a care for the preservation of 
our game and fish, be at the rendezvous, eager am! detei mined to 
uphold the “prestige of the order” in Wisconsin, and elevate tl c 
sport ami sportsmanship of our stale to Its proper standard. 1 
doubt not a large gathering could be had next Autumn or Winli r, 
and I pry’thee fellow sportsmen—followers of Walton and ol 
Nimrod, and disciples of the. grand Foresterlan school - let not 
thisyear pass without an attempt, which must surely result in 
success, to reanimate the declining hod —the Wlseousln Stale 
Sportsmen's Association. Never was a more opportune oecasioii 
— never was greater need of such an effort, than now. Start the 
project with zeal and determination, gentle knights of the gun 
and the rod, and he sure, ever, of a staunch supporter in this jour¬ 
nal—mctliinks I can safely Bpeak in Its behalf, as well as in thy 
fellow-sportsman aud co-laborer.

Mr. Turner In previous years 
has been 111 the habit of paying no attention to the game law, hut 
he finds now that we have a law that can lie enforced. The In¬ 
former In each ease received five, dollars, and all the boys in the 
county are on the lookout for violators of the law.

(“Draco” and the sportsmen of Corning deserve more credit 
than we can find words to express at. the prompt manner in which 
they prosecuted the violators of the law. It. is the rich put-limn¬ 
ers we like to sec, above all others, brought up with a short lurn. 
Mr. Turner has learned that his money is of little avail, und in¬ 
stead of setting such a had example it was incumbent on him to 
assist in enforcing the law. And Mr. Ballard, a pastor of a 
church, a violator of the game law !

It is to be hoped that the prompt punishment, 
their violation of the law has met with may give them some Idea

Fishing is very good, 
aud streams arc very well stocked with bass, perch and bream 
among game fish; and beside, we have plenty of catfish, buffalo, 
drum, etc. We also have ells; the New Yorkers would call them 
game, 1 presume, but with us they are simply eels. 1 omitted 
In mentioning game, wlld-cats, that do the duty, as far as they 
cau of Reynard; having no foxes to chase, we make up for the 
loss by chasing the cat. And right royal eport It Is until he trees, 
and then all excitement of the chase ceases and the rifle la 
brought Into use and he is soon across the horn of a saddle. 

There are very few really good dogs In this portion of the 
state; only a few pointers, poorly brokeu and trained worse. Oc¬ 
casionally we find a setter, but no better than the pointer, In fact, 
not so good, owing to thick covers of bamboo in which birds 
take refuge, and a setter works hard and sometimes can do noth¬ 
ing.

Anglo-Calipornian Corrects Some Errors. —San Fran¬ 
cisco, Cal .—Editor Chicago Field:—Permit me to correct a couple 
of errors the printer made In my communication. ‘ Quail Shoot¬ 
ing in California,” for Maria county read Marin county, also 
‘‘every one was killed to a point and I think we lost but four or 
five altogether, that fell," not "few” as paper has It. I beg to 
state In connection with my article on quail shooting that the 
birds promise to be unusually abundant this season. Our past 
Winter was a very wet one, consequently the cover is higher than 
In ordinary years, affording ample proteeliou to the quail at 
breeding time, aud the broods are very numerous, varying from 
fifteen to twenty-five birds each. When out deer shooting the 1st 
of July 1 saw h'uudrcds, if not thousands, of young quail from 
the size of a walnut to half grown. I think most of the quail 
will have two broods this year, everything being so favorable for 
them. Would be delighted to meet Mr. Van Dyke during our 
shooting season and would endeavor to give him some of the 
eport I have enjoyed in this portion of California.
